LAURIER DID NOT REPUDI- 
ATE RECIPROCITY 


Mr. Borden: seeks also to 
make it appear that the Liber- 
als, after 1896, definitely aban- 
doned their policy of securing 
better trade relations with the 
United States, The only fact 
he adduces_ in support of _ this 
contention is a question from a 
statement made by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier at rhe Imperial confer- 
ence in 6907. He quotes merely 
a sentence, detaching it from 
the context which explains _ it. 
This is ‘inexcusable, because the 
lull text of what Sir Wilfrid 
said had been quoted time and 
time again. e quote it once 
more, and leave it to the com- 
mon sense of the reader whether 
it can by any conceivable ingen- 
uity be twisted into a declara- 
tion that Canada had shut the 
doors upon enlarged trade re- 
lations with the United States, 
provided the latter country was 
agreeable to entering into such 
arrangements. The statement 
is to be found in the official re- 
port of the Colonial Confereoce 
of 1907, page 422, and is in 
these terms: 

““Between the preferential tar- 
iff and the generkl tariff we 
have now an intermediate tar- 
iff. Thr object of this interma- 
diate tariff is to enter into ne- 
gotiations with other commmu- 
nities to have trade arrange- 
ments with them. It has been 
supposed that this was to hit 
our American neighbors. With 
our American neighbors we 
should be only too glad to 
trade on a better footing than 
at the present time. We are 
next door neighbors and in 
many things we can be _ their 
best market, as in many 
things they can be our best 
market. We should be glad to 
trade with them; but it never 
was intended nor thought at 
the time, that this intermediate 
tariff could apply to the United 
States. There was at one time 
wanted reciprocity with them, 
but our efforts and our offers 
were negatived and put aside, 
and we have said good-bye to 
that trade, and we have put all 
our hopes upon the British 
trade now.’’ 


MUTUALLY DESTRUCTIVE 
ARGUMENTS - 

Turning now to the considera 
tion of other matters it is 
found that Mr. Borden, like les 
ser opponents of the agreement, 
has not been able to keep out 
of his speech arguments that 
destroy one another. thus, for 
example :

trict. Entry by;proxy may be made at 

any agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
ister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 

-nd cultivation of the land in each of three 
vears. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm of 
st least 80 acres solely owned and occu- 
vied by him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
rection alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties.— Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 

of six years from date of homestead entry 

(including the time required to earn home- 

stead patent) and cultivate fifly acres 

extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home 
stead in certain districts.
